GOOD PRESSING IS 
IMPORTANT ITEM IN 
CLOTHING UPKEEP 


By Frances Tannoy 
(Home Economics Extension

Good pressing is im portant to the 
upkeep and appearance of your 
fam ily's clothes. 
Here are a few 
tips to help you do the job easier 
and give a professional finish to j 
your pressing. 
j 
W hether you use a steam iron or 1 
a regular iron with pressing cloths, 
press with the grain of the fabric. 
T hat means you push or slide the 
iron 
along 
t h e 
crossw ise 
and 
lengthw ise threads of the m aterial, 
but never on the blas or the diag­ 
onal. Press in the direction of the 
woven threads to avoid stretching 
the garm ent out of sha|>e. Exam ine 
each garm ent carefully and press 
w ith the gruln to keep the hemline 
straig h t and even. 
With a regular iron, test for the 
best tem perature in an inconspicu­ 
ous place of the garm ent, such as 
back of the hem or belt. Nylon, 
acetate rayon, and some of the new 
test-tube tiber*, such as Dacron.
